Perhaps the following article, found in 
the Ohio Educational Monthly, will be of 
interest to the students of the high school 
especially the boys. 

Vacation Earnings 
Boys. 

“The accompany'ng report was com- 
piled with a double purpose in mind; first, 


to furnish the public with facts that they 
ought to know and second to encourage 


those who do work and to stimulate those 
who do not. ¥ 

Public school men not infrequently 
hear the criticism that pupils in the high 
schools are educated away from rather 


of High School 


than to work, and ‘the sad part of it is 


that the charge is, oftentimes true. Those 
who deal with young people often hear 
apologies from them tor having been found 
doing some good, honest, hard manual la- 
bor. 

There are some definite reasons for this 
state of affairs. The school is to blame, 
not for what it has done but for what it 
has failed to do. The school has made lit- 
tle real effort to dignify manual labor. It 
has been assumed in the past that its whole 
duty was to produce a purely mental 
product . Working with such ideals we 


have unconsciously taught our people to 


strive for the mental and shun the manual 
arts. Our girls sometimes hesitate about 
doing housework and our boys dread the 
too few chores they have to do, not from 
sheer laziness but for fear of breaking 
their caste. This condition, however, is get- 
ting better and the school is aiding might- ~ 
UP a Domestic Science, rightly taught, 
brings quick returns to the mother and 
manual and industrial training will do 
regarding manual] labor. 

Parents have a too great desire to 
boost their boy from the manual to the 
mental realm, It seems at times that in 
face of all aptitudes and fitness for manual 
work parents are determined to have their 
children enter some profession for which 
they are entirely unfitted. This condition 
will improve in proportion as we can dig- 
nify manual labor. 

Our excellent child labor laws have, 
by their mis-interpretation, done much to 
keep our children from work. They are 
intended to shield the child trom long 
hours, unsanitary conditions and to give 
{hem ‘an equal opportunity for school'ng. 
Instead they are oftentimes interpreted to 
mean that children should not work. They 
are intended to dignify labor by giving thy 
child a chance to prepare for it. 


We have tried briefly, perhaps un- 
necessarily to point out conditions that do 
exist to some extent in Sandusky and to a 
far ‘greater extent in other communities. 
The report very decisively combats the idea 
that we are seriously menaced. It is grati- 
fying. The number of those choosing out- 
door work, manual labor is gratifying. For 
yuung people need an employment in which 
they can and must learn to co-ordinate 
hand and bra‘n. It is hoped that the re- 
port will prove to be both an encourage- 
ment and a stimulus. For hard working 
people are an asset to any community and 
likewise a loafer is a most serious ljabil- 
ity,” 

Mr. R. B. Offenhauer, the writer of this 
article, gives a detailed report of the labor 
and earnings of high school boys in the 


vacation period (11 weeks). The number 
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of boys included in the report are 166, 
there being 167 boys enrolled last semes- 
ter in Sandusky. The average earnings for 
each boy are $81.92 and the total earnings 
are $13,599.25.

The 
tables were decorated with big iellow 
chrysanthemums and at each place was a 
different favor. We each got a balloon to 
blow up which we kept up in the air (they 
were loose and we had to keep batting 
them up).

Present Constitution of Athemian Literary 


Preamble. 


We, the members of the Athenian Liter- 
ary Society, in order to promote interest in 
literary work, and to secure train‘ng in 
public speaking and debating, do establish 
this Constitution for the control of the 
Society. 

ARTICLE Tf. 


Name. 


Section 1. The name of this organiza- 
tion shall be “The Athenian Literary So- 
ciety,’’ and the motto of the organization 
shall be ‘‘Forsan et haec olim meminisse 
invabit.

Sec. 3. Honorary members may be 
e’ecred from time to time by the society. 


ARTICLE If.
